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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record Raaf US 2003/0156574 A1)teaches a first synchronization signal having a 
multitude of second synchronization signals, that divided in code sets transmit and 
received by receiver the set of second synchronization sequences is subdivided into 
code sets such a that the maximum of the peak values of the cross-correlation function 
(see abstract). 

On the present applicant specifically teaches performing the fine slot 
synchronization, identification of parity of the frame, and identifying said code group on 
the basis of said one of said first codes, of the remaining codes of said corresponding 
code set of said plurality, and of the corresponding phases obtained by means of 
correlation . These limitations , in conjunction with all other limitation, has not been 
disclosed , taught or made obvious over the prior art of record.
